in iliat country behind a locomotive. 
jNotwith&tanding the changes wrought 
(luring the past hall century, and still 
moro notably during the past haU- 
iltizen years, Mexico still is pervaded 
by so generous and BO gracious'a flavor 
uf antiquity, that steam traction there 
BOOMS as incongruous as the conduct 
of express business by pack-mules 
would soeni here. However, the dis- 
position to apologize is lessened by an 
attempt to travel on tho high roads by 
dthgcncia; and it ia reduced to a min- 
imum by even a very short journey 
along tho by-paths of the country on 
horseback with a luggage-train of 
mules.

standard of antiquity. 


As we stood on the platform of the 


Col on i a station, in the City of Mexico, 
waiting to have our luggage weighed, 
and saw a dozen pilgrims bound for

TOPEKA, Kan., July 15.—After several 


days oil wrangling between attorneys, the 
real question lit issue in the Moore habeas 
corpus caso was presented to Judge Guth- 
rie, of 
the District Court, yesterday. 


Moore was brought into court by Sheriff 
Fuller, and listened attentively to tlie 
arguments. 


Tho following affidavit was presented 


by Honrv W. Mooro to show why he had 
Hod to Topeka nnd registered under an 
assumed name: 


On Thursday, July B, I was In St. Louis, 


where I thoa resided. On that day, while 
walking on the public streets with ono Emma 
9. Norton, both mysolf and Mrs. Norton were 
assaulted by John W. Norton In a violent man- 
ner, and ho then and there, with profane and 
violent language, threatened to kill us, anil at. 
tempted to draw a revolver lor the purpose of 
killing inc. 1 prevented him from doing so at 
that time by tailing hold of hie hand ami hold- 
Ing It until tho revolver was taken away. Some 
hours later 1 received such Information as led 
mo to boliovo that he would seek to take my 
life, and I also learned that ho continued to 
make throats to kill his wlfo. In order to so- 
euro our personal safety and to avoid tho per- 
sonal morttlloatton and unpleasantness ol 
staying In said city after the scandal growing 
out of tho affair should become public, 1 left 
St. Louis in company with Mrs. Norton, and 
came to Topoka; and in order that JohnW. 
Norton might not he able to pursue or llnd me, 
I 
ordered my personal baggage to bo 


sent by express to Henry W. Mason, at 
Topoka, and I registered at the Copclantl 
House by that name. I did not floo from 
the State of Missouri nor adopt tho ilotltloua 
name for tho purpose of evading tho law of tho 
State of Missouri. At the tlmo I loft St. Loula 
and came to Kansas I did not know and had no 
reason to bellovo or suspect that any laroeny 
of any property of John W. Norton nad boen 
committed; nor have 1 since that time received 
or possessed any Information which would 
tend to load mo to believe or suspect that any 
such olTonse had boon committed. I did not 
leave St. Louia, nor huvo I kept myself se- 
creted for the purpose of avoiding arrest upon 
any criminal charge. Up to tho time of my ar- 
rest by tho city marshal of Topeka, the thought 
no/or entered my mind that I wns or would be 
suspected of having committed or of having 
boo'n accessory to the commission of any 
larceny of the property of John W. Norton. 1 
have not knowingly boon In possession nor in 
company with any body else who was in pos- 
session of nny property wrongfully taken from 
said John W. Norton. I havo good reason to 
beliovo that no charge of tho crime of laroeny 
has boon made against mo In good faith nor by 
any person who believed I was guilty of such 
offense.

Tho affidavit was objected to by Judge 


Laughlin because it was ox parto evi- 
dence. The court would not pass on the 
objection until the arguments closed. 


Judge Keelor and Captain Johnson pre- 


sented strong arguments in favor of the 
issuance of tho suit of habeas corpus, and 
wore ubly opposed by Judge Laughllu. 
At tho conclusion of the urgfumonts, Judge 
Uuthrio announced thntho would holtl his 
docislon uutll early noxt week. Captain 
Johnson urged au Immediate decision, 
nnd said: "This man applied to got his 
liberty, nud we wo'uld like to got some 
conclusion. If ho has auy rights let us 
have thorn. Wo havo now buou before 
your hor.or nearly u week, and we don't 
like to wait much longer." 


Judge Guthrle, in postponing his de- 


cision, said: "lu view of tho Importance 
of this case, and the further fact that 
neither the petitioner nor tho responde nt 
can prosecute a writ of error to tho Su- 
preme Court, it will be necessary for me 
to carefully consider the questions in- 
volved in tho case." 


It will probably bo Tuesday or Wednes- 


day before Moore will.know whether lie 
goos back to tSt. Louis as a prisoner or 
will Uo a Tree man ouco more. Judgo 
Uuthrie said last evening that he pro- 
posed to examine all tho authorities care- 
fully, and to do this 
would take him 


somo tiuio. There is n division of opin- 
ion among tho local attorneys an to 
what the result will be, but all agree that 
tho attorneys for Moore presented a very 
strong case, much stronger than was an- 
ticipated. 
Judge Luuglilin'H argument 


was also an able one, and he was compli- 
mented very highly by many of tho prom- 
inent attorneys who. hoard it. 


Captain Johnson said last night: "I 


feol certain that the court can not do any 
thiug else but release Moore. I feel more 
confident now that this will be tho result 
than at nay time since we commenced the 
proceedings." 


It was extremely hot yesterday, but 


nevertheless the court-room was crowded 
to its xitmost capacity until tho close of 
the caso. The legal fraternity was es- 
pocinliy interested, the argument being 
listened to by many of the leading jurists 
oE the State. As the judge's decision will 
touch upon some points never bofore con- 
sidered by n Kansas court, it is waited 
with a good deal of interest 


At tho close of the case Moore was im- 


mediately taken back to the jail ami 
locked up. He seems to be doing very 
well behind tho bars. He does not take 
the ordinary prison fare, but has hia 
meals brought to him from the Copeland, 
and frequently sends out for fruit nnd 
other luxuries, He said last night that 
he was quite confident that he would be 
set loose noxt week. Mrs. Norton visitec] 
him once late in tho afternoon and talked 
to him through tho bars a few minutes. 
When sho loft him the tears were rolling 
down her cheeks, and as sho left the 
prison she said to the jailer: "Take good 
care of Henry." She says she will stay 
in Topeka until his case Is settled. 


Judge Laughlin returned to Bt. Louis 
last evening. Bofore his departure he 
said he was satisfied Moore would be 
taton to St. Louis to answer to Hie charge 
of grand larceny. 


MARIETTA, O., July 16.-The celebration 


which commenced here yesterday, ana 
which is to continue till Thursday nlgnt, 
is to commemorate the centennial anni- 
versary of the origin of law, government 
and civil Institutions in the Northwest 
Territory. The city glows with radiant 
decorations. A score of ornate arohes, 
rich with flags, hunting and silken 
streamers span the streets like glittering 
rainbows. The green and lovely public 
squares and parks, of which Marietta has 
many, are dotted with the white tents of 
soldiers and the warriors of to-day tread 
over the stately tombs of the knights or a 
departed race. 
By the river side, on the bank of tne 


Munkingxim, near Its junction with the 
Ohio, has boen erected a spacious and 
sightly auditorium, in which the exer- 
cises aro to be held. It is a substantial 
building, and has a seating capacity ol 
five thousand. The andltorlnm is fitted 
with nu enormous stage, upon which o 
radiant historical pageant is to be pro- 
duced some night during the week, pre- 
senting in a picturesque and truthful way 
strong scenes from pioneer life in the 
•West. 
The musio for the celebration la being 


furnished by the famous Elgin band, 
which played at both National conven- 
tions, and by the military band from th« 
Columbus barracks, which was ordered 
hero by General Sheridan after his ill- 
ness as a token of his interest in this 
great historical celebration. 
Eight thousand people gathered in the 


auditorium to see the exercises open by 
tho rendition of a tuneful centennial ode 
composed for the occasion by Prof. 
Saroni, of Boston. Ths Elgin band and <v 
well trained chorus of one hundred and 
fifty voices united in rendering tho ode. 


Governor Poraker then made a short 


address of welcome. The Governor said: 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—We are met here 


on an Interesting spot and an Interesting oc- 
casion, not, however, so much because of what 
Is transpiring here this afternoon, aa by reason 
of what happened here one honored years ago 
to-day. It was on this Identical spot at thai 
time that civil government was Instituted. 
Here, at that time, Arthur St. Clalr nnd his 
associates In the administration of our Terri- 
torial Government were Inaugurated and In- 
ducted Into office. Here they commenced 
their labors. From this spot went forth the 
blessings ol government that so many millions 
of people have enjoyed who havn since 
populated our great Northwest. The cent- 
ury thut has since passed Is the mosl 
brilliant, measured by the promotion ol human 
welfare, that has over been known In the hlS' 
tory of tbe world, Brilliant, because durlns 
thin century mankind has been everywhere 
elevated, not simply in Ohio, the Northwest, 
nnd tho United States, but throughout thi) 
whole civilized world, this has been the case. 
Every student of history knows that this has 
boon largely duo to the success that has been 
achieved by self-civil government In thes( 
United 
States. 
Our 
success 
here 


has been an encouragement nnd Inspiration, 
not only to us, but to the millions ol 
Europe as well, and all hero who havo partlofc 
patefl In what has been wrought know and api 
predate that our success has boen largely duj 
to the fact that our institutions wore founded 
in the beginning, and havo evor since beet 
maintained, upon religion n» one of their chlel 
corner-stones. 
Our forefathers brought re< 


llgton with them to Now England; they cap 
rled it with them through the struggles foi 
American Independence; they brought It to the 
Northwest Territory. 
They wrote in the 


ordinance of 1787 that religion among othei 
things was essential to good government. 


Bishop Gilmore, of Cleveland, was the 


orator of tho day. He chose for his sub- 
ject, "Religion and Civil Government"! 
His oration was a scholarly one, preg- 
nant with sugcefitivo thought. He treated 
the subject from a Roman Catholic stand- 
point. In tbe evening, another great au- 
dience gathered to listen to short ad- 
dresses from President N. J. Morrison 
and a number of well-known Protestant 
clergymen. 


The exercises were only preliminary, 


bnt they drew to the city a crowd of fit• 
toon or twenty thousand people. To-day, 
when the spirited celebration begins, 
there will doubtless ba a hundred thou- 
sand strangers in tho city.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


A Sale Place to Do Murder. 


WASEIINHTON, July 10.—A Sunday pa- 


per here, commenting ou Criminal Court 
nvents of the past few weeks, saya: Be- 
tween judges and juries, Washington has 
come to be a pretty snf e place to kill n 
man. A jury a week or so ago, acquitted 
a special policeman who had put a bullet 
through tho breast of a peaceable citizen 
of all blame. The policeman fired his 
pistol in the dark, and hit the wrong man 
and killed him. Of course, he."didn't 
mean to RO and do it", as the children 
say; so tho jury concluded it was unfor- 
tunately rough on the dead citizen, but 
that it would not do to be too hard on the 
officer, and ho was turned loose, without 
even a reprimand from the judge. 


Last week. Chase, Senator Cullom's 


colored coachman, while on horseback, 
recklessly rode down a Mr. Paul, who 
was mounted on a bicycle. The header 
which Chase forced him to take resulted 
in the latter's death. Judge Montgomery 
gave Chase thirty days, a fine of $200 and 
a lecture. 


A few days ago "Colonel" Tracey en- 


tered a broker's office, pulled out a bull- 
dog pistol and blazed away at the broker's 
head, missing his skull, but singeing his 
ear. Tracoy was lot loose on if300 bail. 
On the same day a negro was sent to jail 
for thirty days for having several chick- 
ens in a bag, and not l>ciug able to give a 
straight account of how they came into 
his possession. 


Altogether, this Sunday journal con- 


cludes, it seems a good deal safer on the 
average here in Washington to put out a

Mr. Outhwalte (O.) ridiculed the assertion 


that the effect of the tariff had been to Inoreor.i! 
the number o« sneop In this country. He 
thought that the natural fecundity of the flock! 
had something to do with the Increase. 
There had been an Increase in the numbei 


ot cows. Possibly some protectionist would 
claim that this was because cheese and butter 
had been protected. Tho number of horses 
had Increased, possibly on account of tho tariff 
ononrledhalr. Swine had increased in num- 
bers. The tariff on bristles might account foil 
thia. But mules, upon which there was no 
protective tariff, had also Increased. How did 
the Kontlomon account for that? 


Mr, Qrosvenor (O.) suggested that tho In- 


crease was attributed to the demand for mules 
In Indiana. 
Mr. Outhwaite proceeded to argue that tne 


high tariff had no influence upon the price of 
wool, which was rdjjplatod by tho law of sup- 
ply nnd demand. He quoted statistics to show 
that under a high tariff the price of wool had 
steadily declined. He did not claim that the 
decline was attributed to the tariff, but to the 
Increased supply of wool. He quoted n remarlt 
made to him by a snoop grower in Ohio to the 
effect thaf ho would surrender nil the benefit 
whleh he derived from his clip on account of a 
protective tariff for tho privilege of buying ono 
pair of untaxed pants. He contended that tho 
woolen manufacturers had nothing to fear 
from the woolen schedule. Tbe bill presented 
a fair proposition—a proposition to make a re- 
auction on woolen goods equal to tho reduction 
which would result from puttinpt wool on tho 
free list. 
Mr. La Follotto (WIs.) took up and criticised 


Mr. Carlisle's speech upon tho bill, espocialls 
that portion in which the Speaker endeavored 
to show the prosperity of the country during 
tho low tariff decade from 1850 to IBM. To do 
this, said Mr. La Follette, Mr. Carlisle had had 
recourse to the percentage argument, nnd had 
shown that the percentage of increase) in the 
woolen, cotton, hardware, hosiery nnd booti 
and shoes Industries had been very largo.

Industries. The statement of the gentleman 
was cither an inexcusable blunder or thfl 
meanest sort of political pettifogging.

After the Republicans, aided by all but one 01 
two of the Ohio Democratic members, had 
stricken out the enacting clause of the Morri- 
son bill, the price of wont had sprung up from 
three to live cents por pound. 


Mr. Ford (Mich.) said that It was for tho 


country to choose between cheap whisky or 
cheap clothing. The wool tariff was burden- 
some. There was scarcely a breeze when tho 
iron and copper schedules were passed upon. 
But now, backed up-by a subsidized press, the 
Republicans tumbled over ono another to got 
to the front and denonnco tho wool schedule. 
Ho did not believe that 1ho effect of this bill 
would bo to decrease the price of American 
wool. Put all of tho protective tariff you please 
on wool, and you could n»t produce all of tho 
needed varieties of wool.

Cats are some- 
times kept, but they are seldom seen, 
while dogs aro everywhere and wea- • 
sols are not a rarity. The latter aro 
always wild and confine tliolv raids 
mostly to chickens.
